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Applicant's amendments incorporated the limitation of claim 2 into claim 1 and 
the limitation of claim 1 1 into claim 10 to overcome the 102 rejections by Beukema. The 
amendments, however, altered the scope of claims 9 and 18. 

The amendments would therefore raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search - with respect to claims 9 and 18. 

The amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for 
appeal because the they do not materially reduce or simplify the issues for appeal 
because claims 9, 18 are now new claims. 

Furthermore, applicant's arguments that in the 103 rejection of claims 2, 1 1 in the 
previous office action, Beukema in typical parallel processing operations does not teach 
"said assembling further comprising preloading data comprising a portion of said single 
message packet associated with some of the communication descriptors, while others 
of said communication descriptors are being determined during said preloading" - 
because Beukema operates on data to be transmitted only after the host processor had 
defined all the descriptors for that data and made the adapter aware of them - are not 
persuasive,

comprising a portion of the single message packet associated with some of the 
communication descriptors, while others of said communication descriptors are being 
determined during said preloading for a different message packet in typical parallel 
processing operations - as is rejected in the previous action. 
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
